McHurney Is a man about forty 


years of age, win* ban lived liere for 
some time. He lias worked at vari- 
ous |>larct=. ami for some time has 
lived north of town In one ol the 
homestead shanties which had liecn 
abandoned by Its owner. He la the 
father nf tmveral children by his 
wife. They were recently taken to 
ehe Catholic school at Sturgeon I!ny, 
Wit)., by the authorities. 


The revealing of the story which 


led to Mcl'nmey's arrest was prob- 
ably caused by the quarrels and final 
wparation and tlivonv of him and 
his wife. Ever since' Mrs. Mcliurney 
has Ixvi i in the county Jail, whereshe 
ishdd for trial on thechargeof kecp-

evident that she has had something 
to tell in reference to he^ former hus- 
iland which worried her consider- 
ably.

MrH.McIJurney 
accused her husband of having killed 
the child and he threatened to kil 
her If she ever mentioned It to any 
one. Herntory also contains many 
statement* not relative to the murder 
but decidedly uncomplimentary to 
Mr. MeKurney.

published a short item to the effect 
that a sensation was likely to soon 
be sprung In connection with the 
Rose Zoldoskl murder. trial which 
would prove of interest to.
